tions of party politics, some of them visionary
and impracticable theorizera, and others
stupidly indiflerent to the inverssts involved
—who, in the pending canvass and coming
election, think they see some special charm in
political self-apnihilation. Their motto is,
“‘Have nothirg to do with polities."

To all such persons we respectfully submit
the general guestion, Whether thiz position at
any time is consistent wich the duties and ob-
ligations of an American citizen? We believe
in the dutyas well as the right of voting.
LEvery man ought to read and think enoug
to have opinions upon the varions questions
that come before the people for their decision;
and then he onght to express these opinions
by using his influence and casting his vote in
accordance therewith, This we regard as
a solemn duty which he owes to the Gov-
erpment and the country. Ie has no right
to apmbilate bimsell by declining to
share with others in the reapounsibility of
choosing good rulera. 1f one may lawfully
take lhﬁi ground, all may do so. What then
wonld become of popular government? Who
would be the choosers of suitable officers to
make spd execntethe laws? The man who
has “‘nothiug to do with politics," eapecially
in a government of the people, really deserves
to live nnder & most grisding despotism, He
is a sinner sgainst the Brate; aud his con-
science, if it were correct, would bring in a
verdict of gollty against him. FEosct alaw
that forees him iuto this position, and his
protest would be loud and loug.

These gentlemen would do well to remem-
ber that “‘politica’ will have somethiug to do
with them, whether they have anything to do
with it or not, It will not let them alons be-
cause they bave the folly to let it alone. As
subjects of law, they must live under a gov-
ernment of law conducted by civil officers,
There is not & man of the whols number who
is pot interest.d directly and personally in
the principles which decide tha general policy
o:lsowrumuut. This policy aflects every man,
and in this way affects the whaole communicy,
Good government is a bleasing to each and to
all; and bad goverument is the common curse
of each and all. Think of this fact, ye dis-
ciples of political indifferentism, and let yonr
own intercsta soggest a wiger creed.

Now you find it
filled with armed men. The few hundred
fradulent votes whioh carried the Stata for
Sharawood last year are now clothed with the
judicial power to let in as many frandulent
votes as choose to apply. Tuarn every energy
to the great work of purging your State for-
ever of this instrument of villainyg, Why
should the lawful voters of Pennsylvania see
their rulers made for them by a swindls, in-
stead of electing them themselves by the
ballot ! Why becomes of trne Democracy if
the Eeoplo are cheated of their right to govern
by the traders in fraudulent votas ?

Complete your lists of lawful voters, show-
ing who are native, who are foreign, and who
are naturalized.

If he still votes, arrest him for
perjury before he leaves the polls, One
prompt arrest of a frandulent voter will pre-
vent hundreds from making the effort,
Without nnremitting toil in this direction, all
yoor mestings, speeches, and arguments are
futile, It is not pleasant work. You can find
twenty men willing to make speeches whers
ten are willing to canvass their district or
block, and do this more essential but less
showy work, Harein lies younr davger.

Demoralization of the Domneracy aud the
Unaulmity of the Republicans.

Ope of the ﬂeauliaritiﬂﬁ of the present poli-
tioal canvaes is the iutractability of prominent
Democrats to party management. Itis a sure
presage of their defeat, since iusubordination
on the part of the prominent men must natu-
rally demoralize the followers., It was not so
in the ‘‘glorions days'' of Dean Richmond,
when his Albany Regenoy was a power that
made slates whioh the docile Demooraoy voted
for without a murmur of discoutent. KEven
Jobn Van Baren, with all his fanits and weak-
neeses, would have managed things with more
tact, and held the refractory and dissatisfied
and disgusted members in better control than
does Mr. Beymour's agents, General John
A. Dix, long a leadiog Demoorat, utterly re-

ndiutes the present radical and revolutionary
enders of the Demooracy; and he will with-
out doubt oarry with him to the smpport of
the Unlon candidates the tens of thousands of
vopservative Demoorats who followed him in
support of the war, The Damncmar, urged
on by the radical Rebels of their party
at the South, clamored loudly for the removal
of Btanton and Grant, and the appointment of
that faithful Democrat, General Hoholflsld, to
the War Office. They are hardly gratified be-
fore the (ieneral writes the letter which we

published on Priday, heartily endorsing Gene-
ral Grant and the platform on which he is
ropning. They olamored as londly for the

return of General MoClellan, belleving that
his presence here in support and endorssment
of their candidate would materially improve
Lis falling fortunes, But the little General
wriles & very equivooal letter, in which he

—

“eminent statesman,'’ but fully and heartily
expresses his admiration for the great genins
of the ‘‘distinguished soldler’’ who conquared
the Rebellion, and the “highest respact for the
sorvices he has rendered the oconntry.'” He
oannot find it in his heart to approve the Re.
publican platform, but he does not fally en-
dorge that of the Democracy; on the contrary,
he takes plain and direot fsuua with it by de-
olaring himsell unequivocslly in favor of
the ‘‘maintenance of the national oredit in-
violable."

The Democrsoy publish semi-occasionally,
ag if itwas avery effeotive statement, the names
‘of other prominent Union soldiers who snp.
port their eandidate, among them Generals
Hancock, Rounssean, Steedmman, and Granger.
But no assurance of sympathy with the party
or its candidate has been had from Gensral
Haneock since the unfortunate adjournmant of
the Convention, so artfully managed by Mr.
Seymour aund his friends, forever ruined his
chances of becoming President. General Rous-
geau has not ouly persistently refused to speak
in favor of Mr. Seymour, though gensrally
favoring the principles of the Demoocratio plat-
form, but declared in this city, just bafore his
departure for his Ereunt command, his utter
repugnance for the candidate of the party.
(teperal Bleedman, a day or two after the
nomiration of Mr. Beymour, openly declared
that while he ‘‘conldn’t vote for Grant, he
wouldn't for Seymour,” and GGordon Granger
al the pame time asserted, in his usually ele-
gent and emphalic style, which we cannot
shock our readers by quoting, his disgust at
the nomination and his unwillingness to sup-

ort the candidate. The support of every

Tnion officer quoted by the Democracy has in
every instance been negative. Kven Aundrew
Jolngon declines to either speak or act posi-
tively for the party he labored so hard to re-
vive. In fact, conservative Democrats evary-
where are either lnkewarm in their support,
or defipitely repudiate the present radioal and
revolutionary candidates of the party; and
many will vote for the more conservative can-
didates of the Republicans,

On the other hand, the unanimity of the
Republicans is marked and significant. They
are s compaotly formed and consolidated as
were (irant’s armies in the fleld. It is the
gure presage of victory. Only in a single
Copgressional district in the country does
there appear to be a serions division in the
rauks of the party, and in that there is little
fear of defeat. That division has been caused
by the impolitie nomination through sharp
canons management of a man who has made
himeelf distasteful to the party by the advo-
oacy of & certain form of repudiation expressaly
condemued by the Hepublican and embodied
in the Demooratic platform. The opposition
of the Republicans of his district to the re-
election of General Buatler is a positive as-
surance of their conservatism. General Bat-
ler has threatened to publish the fact of an
alleged arrangement between his Republican
opponent and the Democratic leaders of the
dﬂ;triut, by which the Demooratic vote will be
cast for Mr. Dana. We shall be heartily glad
to hear that such an arrapgement had been
made, for we are sure it could not be con-
cluded at the sacrifice of any principle on
Richard H. Danpa’s part. There is far less
danger of the snccess and future effectiveness
of the Republican party ol the Fifth Massa-
chugette Conpgreseional District beivg de-
gtroyed, as Geperal Buotler affects to fear, by
such an arrangement, than by his re-elec-
tion to misrepresent it and to clog the nationul
party.

Butler and Atkinson.

The controversy between those two shining
lights of Radicallsm, Mr. Edward Atkinson
and Dr. Benjamin Franklin Butler, is of that
“‘dog-eat-dog” charsoter which, under ordi-
pary circumstances, need nol necessarily in-
terest the publio, since they call each other
thieves and swindlers, and each produces
evidence to show that his estimats of the
otheris just. To be specific, Atkinson charges
that Butler's looseness on the financial ques-
tion sbould prevent his re-election to Con-
greas: Butler retorts that Atkinson has swin-
dled widows and orphans out of 16,000 of their
little earnings; Atkinson replies im substance
that Butler has possessed himself, by bribery or
theft, of & private telegram Butler responds by
cooly accepting Atkinson’s explanation,
“that he defrauded the Kssex Bavings Bank
ont of #16,000 in gold, in his official capacit
a8 treasurer of a corﬁ_oration, and not for his
individual benefit,”” This is the case as it
stands till Atkinson comes up again, or throws
up the spooge. Why the public sbonld have
been bothered with this matter is past com-
prehension, becanse, if Batler's only grievance
were the mere faot that Atkinson had de-
fraunded gsome one out of §16,000 in gold, his
own experiance in the Bmith Brothers, New
Orleans, ease should have convinced him that
affairs of this kind can be quistly and sum-
marily settled in & court of justive without
recourse to the daily papers.

But for general purposes there is something
more in this Botler-Atkinson affair than ap-
pears on the surface. Both men are probably
not only what they are represented to be by
each other, but both are representative radi-
cnls who bave been used in turn for the advan-
tege of their party. To tske the last and
least first, Atkinson, whose privats financial
operatiors are the subject of Batler's virtnons
comment, has lately been put forward as
Wells' catspaw to advance a false statement
with regard to the public debt, to cover the
vorruption and extravaganocs of the radical
pariy, DButler's public exuibition of the
private character of this Atkinson will go far
to weaken Atkinson as a radical electionesr-
ing instrument. On the other hand, Atkinson
ig endeavoring to defeat Butler in the Fifth
Maspachusette Congressional Distriot, and
thoge journals which pretend to believe in
Atkinson, and which heve used Atkinson,
and Wells' fignres run through Atkinson,
to thow that the public debt is not so large as
the Treasury exhibits say it is, now tarn In
and roundly abuse Butler, and are doing
their best to beat him in his effort to secure
a re-alection, These papers are assisted by
the Butler-bolting Republicans of Kssex and
by Mepsrs. Daoa, Abbott, and Madge, whose
spreches, by-the-by, with the proceedings
of the Congressional Couvention which nomi-
nated Mr. Dana, were speclally reported in
ke World snd in no other oity journal,
and have since been ‘‘oonveyed'’ into the
columns of our radical contemporaries. Yot
thege very people and these Enguu found it
difficult, not long ago, to find sufliciently
smooth words wherewith to butter this same
Butler. When Butler was in New Orleéans he
wai the foremost man in the radical party—
the extremest exponent of radical principles.
And paturally, Utterly devold of oconsoience
or character, this Batler bad been for years
the acoepted advooate of thisves and prosti-
tutes, the songht-far counsellor of scoundrels,
50 that by very sssocistion he had ceme to
look upon all men and all women as creatures
who were a8 vile, socially and morally, as his
own chosen ounstomers and companions. [e
was the first great brute of the war, and in that
capacity he pandered to the passion of hate
whick radicalism made religion, especially in
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ita warfare npon the women and children of
the South, He was the first man to maks
larceny mesn ‘' loyalty,” and to convert
plunder into ‘‘patriotism.” His energy
in these directions, his insnlts 1o women
his nunrorupulons “‘confiscations,” which dl&
not spare even the plate on church
altars, made him the very apostle of the stay-
at-home army of revenge aud hate. The venom
of whole radical villages was expressed
throngh Datler. He was the repressentative
of the robbing, ravaging, burning, confiscat-
ing, plondering party, and, as such, he was
profusely praised by tbe very papers aud
people which now denounce him. But the
Butler of 1502 was the Butler of to-day, and
what Dana and others say of him now the
Democrats sald of him then. All creatnres,
even the vilest, have their uses, and Batler
has his, if enly, as he appears in publio now.
a8 the target for those who onoe raised
him. Atkinson has his uses for ealection-
eering purposes just mow, but the psople
who make no bones of sticking pins in Bat-
ler’s hide will not hesitate to skin Atkinson
alive when he ceases to be useful. Mean-
while, mindful of the old adage, that when
thieves fall ont honest men get their dues,
Pemocrats may well stand by and see
these people eat each other up, with the con-
solation that some nuisance-suppressing nsso-
ciation is thereby saved a deal of dirty work
hereafter.
